But In the majority 
ot cases the situation Is a booiueranf!:. Instead 
of helpljiR the veteran It Is snridllnR hli 
with debt and compniuuilni; the houalng 
shortage. 

Most veterans are youiiK. Tliey haven't def- 
initely^ made up their minds as to where they 
want to settle. They have not accumulated 
a savings account. Yet they want to tlnd b 
place In which to live. With the shortage 
of houses the only way they can turn Is to 
build. 

Real estate prices are nearly double their 
normal value. The veteran Is forced to Inve.^t 
at Inflated values. Tlie house he builds today 
for SB.OOO probably will he worth only $4,000 
or 55,000 In three or four years. Yet he has 
saddled himself wltli a mort^jaRC and pay- 
ments for an 58,000 hou.se: He Ik the one who 
takes the S3,000 to 54,000 In.w. 

Probably, witli the Increased wafic stand- 
ards of today, he has contracted for much 
higher monthly payments than ho can afford 
In "nonnal" times. At any rate, the veteran 
will be paying for a white elephant. 

Most veterans, belns young and undecided, 
want to rent for a few years until they've 
become more settled. But they can't rent. 
They have to build! 

Another factor of the priority system that 
Is curtailing output of homes Is the strict 
appraisal roqulremenLs neccwary before the 
veteran can obtain priorities. He must put 
in his request for the loan and the lending 
agency requests a government appral-scr to 
study plans and co.sts to determine If the ap- 
pral.ial value of the home will exceed the 
costs. Dozens of homos In Twin Falls have 
been turned down because appraisal and 
construction costs are not In lino. 

It sounds politically and theoretically 
beneficial to the veterans to protect them by 
granting them the priorities for building ma- 
terials, but If the priorities were lifted, the 
people who would build homes would be those 
who can nfford to build them, those people 
who can afford to take a loss by building 
homes at inflated prices. 

The veterans wouldn't suffer. Actually, 
more homes would ho built and every home 
that Is built means another home someplace 
for a veteran. It may not be the homo that la 
built, but the person moving into that home 
la vacating one that will go to a veteran. And 
probably on a basis that the veteran wants- 
a chance to rent a home.
